|  While  learning  about  the  law,  and  their  basic  rights 
and  duties  as  citizens,  students  served  as 
prosecutors,  defense  attorneys,. and  witnesses  in  a 
mock  trial,  delivering  opening  and  closing  statements, 
as  well  as  conducting  direct-  and  cross-examinations. 
To  prepare,  students  worked  with  several  experienced 
attorneys  from  the  community,  developing  trial 
strategies  and  working  through  complex  affidavits  and 
pieces  of  evidence. 


|  Nothing  grabs  the  focus  and  attention  of  students  quite- 
as  well  as  walking  into  a  classroom  and  wheeling  in  a 
pile  of  old  suitcases.  As  part  of  a  unit  regarding 
immigration  into  Hartford,  students  took  part  in  an 
inquiry  lesson  created  by  the  Connecticut  Historic 
Society.  Students  explored  suitcases/trunks/bags  filled 
with  artifacts,  such  as  letters,  photos,  clothing,  and 
personal  effects  to  determine  the  country  of  origin, 
push/pull  factors  of  immigration  into  the  Hartford  area, 
as  well  as  difficulties  to  be  overcome. 


Hartford  Studies 
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|  After  exploring  the  history,  literature,  art,  and  culture 
of  the  Middle  Ages,  students  brought  this  period  of 
history  to  life  by  studying  the  game  of  chess  aqd  its 
relationship  to  social  classes  in  Medieval  Europe. 
Once  done,  students  had  the  opportunity  to  put  their 
creative  energies  and  analytical  thinking  skills  to  the 
test  by  designing  costumes  and  participating  in  a 
competitive  human  chess  match. 


Third  Period 


I  As  an  introduction  to  their  coursework  in  Hartford 
Studies,  students  in  the  Humanities  program  got  to 
experience  the  art  and  science  of  cartography, 
creating  their  own  maps  of  Hartford  and  its 
neighborhoods. 


Painting 


|  Bulkeley  students  are  known  for  their  exceptional 
artistic  talent.  Student  artwork  is  not  only  prominently 
featured  throughout  the  building,  and  even  on  the 
walls  through  a  course  in  mural  art,  but  also  in  many 
competitions.  Kevin  Hernandez,  Vanessa  Grisales, 
Hermy  Pena,  Michael  Hugh-Kong,  Jason  Paniagua, 
and  many  others  have  all  had  their  artwork  featured  in 
various  local  art  galleries. 


|  Through  an  interdisciplinary  unit  on  slavery, 
segregation,  and  Civil  Rights,  students  explored  the 
history  of  the  black  experience  in  America,  from  the 
sore  legacy  of  slavery  and  Jim  Crow  segregation 
through  the  monumental  achievements  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Act  of  1965,  while  also  reading  Mark  Twain's 
Adventures  of  Huckleberry  Finn.  As  a  culminating 
activity,  students  participated  in  a  heated  debate  on 
whether  Malcolm  X  or  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  had  the 
best  approach  for  achieving  civil  rights. 


American  Humanities 


Pre-Calculus 


|  Is  hip-hop  dead?  Is  graffiti  art?  What  should  be  done 
to  close  the  achievement  gap  in  public  schooling?  Do 
video  games  promote  violence?  These  are  just  some 
of  the  many  research  questions  seniors  in  Teacher 
Prep  and  Humanities  proposed,  researched,  wrote 
about,  and  presented  in  their  Capstone.  As  part  of  this 
intensive  experience,  students  in  Teacher  Prep 
participated  in  internships  at  local  elementary 
schools,  while  Humanities  students  interviewed 
journalists,  lawyers,  professors,  and  other 
experts  in  their  field  of  study.

The  Inner  City  Outings  Club  is  a 
community  outreach  program 
sponsored  by  the  Sierra  Club  to 
provide  opportunities  to  urban 
youth  to  explore,  enjoy,  and  learn 
to  protect  their  natural 
environment.  It  is  free  and  open  to 
all  students.  Students  get  the 
opportunity  to  venture  out  of  the 
city  on  a  Saturday  to  visit  and 
explore  nearby  in-state  parks, 
trails,  and  caves. 


The  International  Dance  Club, 
which  is  open  to  all  students 
regardless  of  previous  dance 
experience,  performs  at  many 
school  events,  offering  audiences 
an  eclectic  variety  of  dancing 
styles. 


Junior  class  officers  work  to  raise 
funds  for  events  in  their  senior 
year,  while  also  seeking  to  increase 
involvement  of  parents,  guidance, 
and  staff  to  improve  school  spirit. 
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Key  Club  International  is  the  oldest 
and  largest  service  program  for 
high  school  students.  It  is  a 
student-led  organization  whose 
mission  is  to  teach  leadership 
through  serving  others.  Key  Club 
International  is  a  part  of  the 
Kiwanis  International  group. 


The  National  Honor  Society  is 
composed  of  juniors  and  seniors 
who  have  demonstrated 
excellence  in  the  classroom  and  in 
their  commuity.  Members  of  the 
organization  work  closely  with 
members  of  the  Key  Club  on 
monthly  service  projects, 
including  American  Red  Cross 
Blood  Drives,  fundraisers  for  local 
charities,  community  walks,  toy 
drives  for  homeless  children  in 
the  community,  and  many  others. 


The  "Next  Step"  College 
Readiness  Program  uses  the 
strategy  of  organizing  weekly 
support  sessions  to  provide 
students  with  academic  support, 
college  ad  vising/ counseling, 
study  skills,  and  time 
management  skills,  resume 
writing,  essay  writing,  SAT  prep 
skills,  and  financial  aid 
workshops  to  increase  the 
percentage  of  students  enrolling 
in  and  graduating  from  post¬ 
secondary  institutions. 


Senior  class  officers  help  raise 
money  for  the  prom,  senior 
picnic,  and  class  trip  by 
organizing,  promoting,  and 
fundraising  through  dances,  pep 
rallies,  and  other  events.  This 
year,  the  class  sponsored  both  the 
Homecoming  and  Cupid's  Bash 
dances,  as  well  as  other 
fundraisers.
